A referendum is already scheduled in Nevada coun- 


ty—December 10—and Prescott preachers are out on the. 
stump telling1 the county it ought to return to prohibition. 


We have tried saloons. 
We have tried Prohibition. 
Now let's try something else. 
I want to tell you about the history of the Anti- 


Saloon League. Preachers are always having you believe 
that a moral idea wins out in politics simply on its merit. 
The truth is quite different, Tho truth is that a moral 
idea is converted into i\ political reform only when, and 
if, a lot of monoy and brains and blood is put in behind 
it. That gets me'down to the history of the Anti-Saloon 
League. 
John D. Rockefeller. Sr., richest man in the world, 


divided his fortune two way;',. He gave part of it to 
Wiblie health work, and the olVr part he gave to the Anti- 
Saloon Leagxie to encourage the cause of temperance. 
But John D. Rockefeller is now 91, and many years ago 
John D.. Jr.. his very able son. took over the family estate, 
and he too poured millions into the Anti-Saloon League. 


By this time the League had decided to cut corners. 


This business of encouraging temperance was too slow— 
the thing to do was to abolish liquor bv federal prohibi- 
tion. And with the aid of the Rockefeller millions about 
1920 the Eighteenth Amendment was put over. 


After twelve years of statutorv prohibition John D. 


Rockefeller. Jr., found his country impregnated from one 
end to the other with corruption, lawlessness, lying and 
hypocrisy. 


In 1932 he abandoned the Anti-Saloon League that 


he and his father had been associated with for nearly two 
generations, and he came out for repeal of the Eighteenth 
Amendment—and the following year it was repealed!

A gentleman with a prayer-book and a hopeful smile 


will get off a train here Sunday and go up to the local 
church to speak about prohibition—but I don't care about 
him. What I do care about is the man who had the courage 
and the determination to put millions of dollars into 
something, only to see it fail. 


Mr. Rockefeller knows more about this prohibition 


question than all the preachers west of the Mississippi 
river. Nobody will tell the preachers the truth. They tell 
them what they figure the preachers want to be told. I 
tell them the truth—and so, while we are busy ribbing 
each other in this controversy, we still respect each other. 
The preachers keep up their pretense that this is a holy 
war against liquor, while I keen pressing against them 
the scandalous record that they left in their last crusade. 


Now when Mr. Rockefeller withdrew from the Anti- 


Saloon League and killed the Eighteenth Amendment he 
sent two investigators throughout the United States to 
see what they could see, and to report back to him. 


Mr. Rockefeller issued that report two years ago this 


fall. I published the 15 press releases of that report in 
The Star, beginning October 9, 1983, and ending October' 
27, 1933—a total of nearly 30 newspaper columns. 


Mr. Rockefeller's investigators—Raymond B. Fos- 


dick. lawyer and expert on police procedure; and Albert 
L. Scott.'authority on social and religious movements— 
these investigators recommended establishing publicly- 
owned liquor stores with all private profit eliminated. 


On October 9, 1933, I published in The Star a per- 


sonal statement from John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 


I want you to read it. 
You will hear a lot of oratory the next few days— 


but oratory sometimes makes men a?, foolish as whisky 
does.This is not oratory. It is a soberly written judgment 
pronounced upon a recent chapter in the history of our 
self-governing republic—a judgment by the man who 
put up the money to make that history.

Mr. Rockefeller said: 


"I was born a teetotaler and I have been a tee- 


totaler on principle all my life. Neither my father 
nor his father ever tasted a drop of. intoxicating 
liquor. I could hope that the same might be true of 
my children and their children. It is my earnest con- 
viction that total abstinence is the wisest, best and 
safest position for both the individual and society. 
But the regrettable failure of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment has demonstrated the fact that the majority of 
the people of this country are not yet ready for total 
abstinence, at least when it is attempted through 
legal coercion. 
. . 
"The next best thing—many people think it is a 


better thing—is temperance. Therefore, as I sought 
to support total abstinence when its achievement 
seemed possible, so now and with equal vigor I would 
support temperance, 
"In the attempt to bring about total abstinence 


through prohibition, an evil even greater than in- 
temperance resulted; namely, a nation-wide disre- 
gard for law, with all the attendant abuses that fol- 
lowed in its train. That this intolerable situation 
should be done away with has seemed to me even 
more important for the moment than the promotion 
of temperance. It was for that reason that I took a 
position more than a year ago in favor of the repeal 
of the Eighteenth Amendment . . . . 


"Rightly, the first objective is the ABOLITION OF 


LAWLESSNESS. Any program offered in lieu of the 
Eighteenth Amendment must make that its chiet 
aim, even if—and I weigh carefully what I say—the 
immediate result is TEMPORARILY AWAY FROM TEMP- 
ERANCE . . . . 
. 
"I am ... greatly impressed with certain prin- 


ciples in the (Fosdick-Scott) report, which seem to 
me to be of profound importance in any present or 
future effort to deal with the liquor problem. One ot 
them is that LAW MUST ALWAYS HE THE ARTICULATE 
ORGAN OF THE DESIRE OF LIVING MEN. Men can not 
be made good by force. In the end, intelligent law- 
making rests on the knowledge or estimate of what 
will be obeyed. LAW DOFS NOT ENFORCE ITSELF. 


"Another principle which the report develops 


is that only as the PROFIT MOTIVE is eliminated is 
there any hope of controlling the liquor traffic in the 
interest of a decent society. To approach the problem 
from any other angle is only to tinker with it and to 
insure failure."

So much for Mr. Rockefeller. For forty years the 


preachers used to quote him and his father before him, on 
this prohibition question. But they aren't quoting him 
any more—and I'm telling you why. 


The question today is simply this: Is the prestige 


of the church in politics more important than the enact- 


ment of a sane and workable liquor control law? 


This newspaper has. ever since the publishing of 


the Rockefeller report, advocated a control system along 


• he same lines for Arkansas. I'll repeat it for you briefly : 


t. A state dispensary system, limiting cities the. si/o 


of Hope and Prescott to one liquor store, the state depend- 
ing on the revenue from the gallonage tax. 


2. The store to be run jointly by the city and county, 


dividing the profits. 


8. Prohibit all advertising of liquor whatsoever. 
4. Register all individuals making liquor purchases. 
It is our idea'that the state can legitimately step in 


and manage just that amount of the whisky traffic which 
the bootleggers used to handle. The bootleggers had to 
operate without advertising and other sales stimulants. 


It is not liquor itself that is bad, but too much liquor. 
The churches attack liquor itself. 
Disregard them. They are wrong. The churches 


are often wrong. 


We are faced with the same kind of a game that was 


played on Arkansas twenty years ago. Somebody thought 
cigarettes were bad. So they got up a law prohibiting 
cigarettes. But they left the snuff-dippers alone! 


Words are cheap. 
Money isn't. 
This writer has rejected $1,000 worth of whisky 


advertising the last, eight months that he might help the 
state keep law and order while launching its liquor con- 
trol law that is bringing in $400,000 a year taxes for 
charity. 


The present law isn't mine. But I at least have some- 


thing to offer by way of improvement. These churchmen 
offer nothing—nothing except what their, own bankers 
spent millions on only to throw it overboard because it 
was corrupting the very people it was meant to save.

Editor The Star: I was just wonder- 


ing after reading in your paper the 
opinions of the various writers on 
the liquor question. Would you per- 
mit me n few 
lines? I have never 


written for publication, but this is 
n question that so vitally concerns 
the people of every county, town- 
ship, home fireside, and each indi- 
vidual of this great state and nation. 


However, I do not feel like I or 


any of the other writers will change 
a vote either way on the question. I 
recall in the closing days of the old 
saloon age, 
when 
sentiment, was 


strong against the legal sale of whis- 
ky, and the church people, the Anti- 
Saloon League, and various organ- 
isations were inflaming the minds of 
the people against the saloon, advo- 
cating an Arkansas bone-dry statute, 
that there was an old minister nil 
bleached and gray and withered by 
years of ministerial service who made 
from the church stand an inflaming 
and scathing lecture in support of the 
proposed Arkansas bone dry law. 


I remember he prophesied: 
"Do 


away with the saloons and you can 
convert your courthouse and jail.s 
to various religious 
purposes, sell 


your penitentiary farm and use the 
proceeds for charity." 


That good old minister was no doubt 


sincere in 
his 
prophesy, 
but 
as 


time rolled on it 
did 
not 
prove 


to be true. These people were suc- 
cessful in getting the Arkansas bone- 
dry law, also the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment to the national constitution, and 
the Volstead Act. 


After all these had been in force 


for several years a census was taken 
of the penitentiaries, jail.s and 
all 


penal 
institutions 
of 
the 
United 


States, and it was found that their 
population had 
increased 
in some 


places as high or higher than 300 per 
cent. 


So we see that the prophesy fail- 


ed and that we had a greater need 
for courthouses, jails and penitentiar- 
ies—even so great that one of our 
own governors called a special ses- 
sion of the legislature to appropriate 
extra funds to care for inmates of 
the penitentiary. 


Then we had here in Hcmpslead 


county about 18 years of a legal dry 
era, with all the attendant moral- 
breaking agencies imaginable. In the 
old days youth could not gel whisky. 
No one knew how to make it. Drink- 
ing among women and youth were 
not known. There were in the Coun- 
try occasional <U:unks,. and the youths', 
looking upon these drinkers did more 
to influence them against the use of

talks from fathers and mothers, than 
all the paid lecturers of the Anti- 
Saloon League. 


Almost no one had seen a still, 


cither 
government 
or 
moonshine. 


Then came Ihe so-called dry era. 
and what did we see? I say that 
those who had not seen a moonshine 
still were not as great in number as 
those who had seen a government or 
moonshine still of the old saloon days. 
Those who knew how to make whisky 
invthe old days were few. but now 
they are many. 


County drunks under the old saloon 


era were few, but under the dry 
era there were moonshine still pits 
galore. I, on last Tuesday came upon 
no less than 
five 
old abandoned 


moonshne still pits, with no mash, no 
barrels. Those .stills had been aban- 
doned so long that their was not even 
an odor of the old so-called dry days 
that Ihe air was so commonly im- 
pregnated 
with, 
and 
where 
the 


youths of the country would gather 
in time of leisure to drink, play cards, 
and indulge in all kinds of unbecom- 
ing deeds and acts. 


Do we want a return of those days? 


Let me tell you voters: You should 
certainly see them if you do away 
with the legal sale of whisky—for 
men who drink their drink will cer- 


tninly have their rum, make the law 
ns severe ns you may. Look south, 
north, cnst, nnd then turn your eyes 
to the setting of the sun—and how 
far is it to the nearest old moon- 
shine still pit, and the next and the 
next? 


Do you want them back there? If 


you do, vote ngainst the legal snlc of 
liquor, nnd they will come back. You 
will have what you want, and no ono 
will tell the law where they ore at. 
You will be reasonably safe. 
You 


will have nil the immoral effects over 
again. 


If one of these moonshiners or boot- 


leggers 
happens 
to 
fall 
into the 


clutches of the law your boy, your 
<rirl, father, mother, brother or sister 
will go before the juries and dodge 
the truth if possible; and if hemmed 
in loo close will tell a point-blank 
lie. 
Then what have you? A moon- 


shiner and a liar—and no liar can 
enter heaven. But 
you 
will have 


Ihem just the same.

whether you print it or not. 


Mr. Editor, it is amazing to note
